Nelson Jackson 
Made Historic 
Run in 63 Days 


First Cross-Country Motor- 
ist ls Member of National 
Executive Committee 








“The stake was fifty dollars and 
the bet was that I could drive an 
automobile from San Francisco to 
New York City in less than three 
months,” writes Colonel H. Nelson 
Jackson of Burlington, Vt, in 1944. 

Sounds like a queer bet in these 
war days, even considering We 
shortage of gasoline, but when that 
va was made in the University 

ub in San Francisco on the 19th 
day of May, 1903, the continent had 
yet to be crossed from ecean to 
ocean by an automobile. The new- 
fangled horseless carriage had not 
yet emerged from the experimen- 
tal stage, and by most they were 
looked upon as an unreliable nov- 
elty. The machine was thought to 
be a passing mechanical fancy. 

Colonel Jackson was an adven- 
turous young man of 31. His re- 
markable cross-country drive in 63 
days in a new Winton not only 
gave him the distinction of being 
the first man to cross from coast 
to coast in an automobile, but) 
forms a thrilling chapter in the} 
development of motor-powered ve- 
hicles as @ means of travel and) 
transportation. Nelson Jackson did 
it, and his drive, together with all 
its trials, troubles and tribulations, 
js history now, 

Today that same old history- 
making Winton, in excellent con- 
dition except for one flat tire, is 
on permanent exhibition at the, 
Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington. Recently the machine was 
shipped to the Institution, the most 
famous home of famous firsts in 
the world. Accepted because it is} 
a landmark in American progress 
like Lindbergh's “Spirit of St. 
Louis" — the old Winton will re- 
main there as long as the Institu- 
tion is the home of such treasures. 

No Improved Highways 

But to go back to those early 
days when Nelson Jackson and his 
Winton biazed a new path across/ 
the continent. 

The staunch motorist had under- 
taken @ man's job—and nq foolin’. 
It took brawn, it took brains, and 
it took a heck of # lot of mechani- 
cal ingenuity. Fortitude and per- 
severance were other absolute re- 
quisites. 

Cement highways hadn't been in- 
vented—or if they had they weren't 
being poured into eoncrete reality. 
Most of the roads over which the 
pioneer had to travel were but lit- 
tle more than trails, and there 
were countless mountain streams 
without bridges. In many parts of 
the great American continent there 
weren't even dirt roads, and the 
machine was called upon to plow 
over sandy, rocky deserts, up nar- 
row mountain trails and through 
rugged ravines. The adventures 
and misadventures were enough to 
fill a book, especially as the story 
is told by Colonel Jackson in the 
meliow glow of more than forty 
years after. 

And spare parts and gasoline? 
These necessaries were more diffi- 
cult to obtain than a carload of 
steel to manufacture baby-bed 
springs in this year of the great 
war, 1944. 

But somehow or other, after nu- 
merous breakdowns, flat tires and, 
no doubt, a lot of something less 
than Sunday School language, the 
Colonel made it. He was accom-

But that was in 1901. Colonel 
Nelson Jackson's trip helped revise 
that estimate and before the first 
World War broke the automobile 
was accepted as the means of trans- 
porting an army and its baggage in 
the field. 

Indians Were Interested 

The historic drive started from 
San Francisco on May 23, 1903. 
Here the news story printed in the 
Alturas (Cal.) Plaindealer after the 
machine arrived there the first 
week in June: 

“Quite a flurry of excitement was 
erected here Saturday evening by 
the arrival of an automobile. Very 
few of our citizens had ever seen 
this, one of the wonders of the 
century, and large crowds gathered 
with curious interest at the horse- 
less wagon. The Indians especially 
never tired of gazing at the ma- 
chine. Indeed, had a flying machine 
lit down in their midst, it would 
not have created greater excite- 
ment.” 

On July 26 the dusty machine 
arrived in front of the fashionable 
Holland House in New York—and 
& newspaper in reporting the arri- 
val described the man who was 
later to become a colonel as “a 
fine, stalwart young giant, who 
weighed 204 pounds before he 





; September 28 and 29, and a severe 
gunshot wound on the 30th. 
Major Jackson was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross for ex- 
| traordinary heroism in action at 
| Montfaucon, His citation reads: 
| “Constantly working in the face of

For his front-line service, the 
Republic of France made him a 
chevalier of the Legion of Honor 
and awarded him the Croix de 
Guerre with Palm, 

He was promoted to lieutenant 
colonel before his discharge in 1919 
and later was commissioned colo- 
nel, Infantry, Officers’ Reserve 











Corps. 
One of Legion Founders 

Returning to his home in Ver- 
mont after distinguished service 
overseas, Colonel Jackson set about 
organizing The American Legion in 
his home sector. He was tempo- 
rery department chairman, ap- 
pointed a member of the National 
Executive Committee at the St. 
Louis Caucus; was elected depart- 
™ment commander for the 1919 term 
and was one of the original incor- 
porators of The American Legion— 
his name appears in the list of in- 
corporators on the original charter 
granted by the Congress. Though 
his service has not been continu- 
ous, Colonel Jackson, still repre- 
| senting Vermont in the National 
| Executive Committee, is the last 
member of the original group. 


Colonel Jackson's record of ser- 
vice to the Legion in his own de- 
partment and in the national or- 
ganization has been continuous 
isince his first efforts to weld the 
|| veterans of his own section into an 
| effective group. National vice- 
commander in 1921-1922, he has 
had a place in the national govern- 
| ing body or on one of the more 
important committees every year 
since, without a break. His service 
includes organizational work in 
| FIDAC; chairman of the national 
| committee in 1922-23, and United

States vice-president for the inter- 
national organization from 1922 
| until 1924, and member or alter- 


4 | nate member of the FIDAC execu- 
} | tive committee from 1932 until 


| 1939. He was a delegate to the 
FIDAC international congress in 
1922, 1923 and 1929. 

Other committee assignments, 
and there is a long list of them, 
| have been: National committee on 
memorials in the U. S., 1922; legis- 
lative committee, 1923; national 
child welfare committee, 1924-1926; 
national distinguished guests com- 
mittee, 1930-1931; world peace and 
| foreign relations, 1931-1941; na- 
tional Italian pilgrimage commit- 
| tee, 1932-1933; committee to study 
mandates and actions of previous 
national conventions, 1937; and is 
at present a member of the na- 
tional Americanism endowment 
fund corporation, appointed for 
the term expiring in 1946. 

All in all, it can be said that, 
after making the first cross-coun- 
try automobile run, distinguishing 
himself in military service, served 
his country well as a citizen and 
as a business executive, Nelson 
Jackson has found time to serve 
the Legion~well.

Touring in a 1913 Flat 

This seven passenger touring car was driven from Boston, Mass.to 
Glendale, Calif.in the Fall of 1932, a distance of 3700 miles,averaging 
11.3 miles per gallon and using only five gallons of oil including one 
change. Half way across the continent I ran on @ hay scale and thé weight 
was 6632 pounds. 

anticipating @ laok of repair facilities in case of trouble,I dis- 
mantled(to my regret)the limousine and loaded the touring with extra 
parte-generator,clutch ,magneto,distributor,orank rods,wrist pins,brake 
rods, bearings, gears,shackle bolts and numerous small parts as well as 
three new spares and tubes. That still left room for Mre.Pouleur,her

uother and the driver. The spare parts were distributed on the running 
boards and trunk rack,and the only mishap to the car was two nails in 
two new rear shoes. 

We left Massachusetts in a rain storm which lasted for two days, 
reached New York late at night and did not find night quarters without 
difficulty,a circumstance we avoided in the future by beginning to look 
about 4 P.M. There were no motor cabins until we passed arkansas. We 
stopped at interesting places on the southern route and took nineteen 
days to make the trip,some days making over 350 miles and on other days 
as low as 175 miles. 

Looking back,I recall a very comical incident while going through 
one of the southern states on & median with smooth tarred and oiled 
road. Suddenly appearing on the left about 200 yards ahead, a riderless 
pony came out of a drive st great speed and turned toward our car. When 
about 25 feet forward, he swerved Quickly to avoid hitting the car head 
on,fell on his side with feet in the air and,just as the car wes passing, 
his hind feet cleared everything off of the running board without a 
scratch on the mud guards. Can you see us going back 75 feet and picking 
up small spare parts,gas and oil cans, strewn about the road? ds there 
was no damage to the pony or the car,we let it go at that,and it develop- 
ed that the pony was blim in one eye.

Dear Mr.Royston: I believe I am indebted to you for THE HORSELESS 
CaRRIaGE CLUB GsZETTE, Volume 6,No.1,and I am most interested in it,and 
when ~ issue another I hope you will send me a copy. 

t brought back to my mind the very early days out in smerica.If 
there ie anyone who can be called one of the "old timers"-well,I am 
there,and when I looked at the picture of the Oldsmobile Runabout on the 
front page of your gazette that again took me back to the time when I 
went out to Detroit and brought their business over here-and R.E.Olds, 
and Chapin,and Coffin were associated with it. 

I used to go over to america every year-sometimes twice-until the 
war,and am looking forward to coming out as soon as it is over.I am not 
active now in business,but at the same time am associated with almost 
everything pertaining to our industry on this side. I was one of the 
founders of The Society of Motor Mamufacturers & Traders,and also of the 
Automobile association,and when I started in the early days as a distrib- 
utor over here I brought the Locomobile steam car,the Oldsmobile and many 
otbere over-and the Willys-Overland-and I still am associated with the j 
Willys-Overland,and in Manchester with the Crossley. 

I do congratulate you on the way in which your brochure is got up. 

I do not suppose you know it butthe type setting of "The Horseless 
Carriage Club" is identically the same setting as that of the earliest 
Motor Company that we had over here,which was known ag The Great Horse- 
less aoa Company. That must have been about 1897,and we had our 
offices at »Holborn Viaduct,and it was sponsored by a man who had great 
vision, viz; H.J.Lawson. I suppose that was before your time. He has been 
dead many years,and never lived to see the great success that our indus- 
try has become. If it would interest you I will send you sometime data 
regarding our 19th Century Circle and our Guild of Master Motoristse-the 
names of some of which you probably remember,and some you do not. 

I count amongst my earliest friends in smerica Henry Ford,H.B.Joy 
of the Packard,Roy Chapin of Oldsmobile-eventually the Hudson; alfred 
Sloan of General Motorse,Winton,and of course John Willys, Mocauley, Walter 
Chrysler,Sidney Waldon,and many others. 

If you ever come to London,or any of your friends,please let me 
know, I have never been to Los angeles,but many years ago in the days of 
the Manhattan Hotel in New York I came across a very interesting gentle- 
man who had waited for me for two or three days because my name was Letts, 
and he proved a real fine man. His name was arthur Letts,and he had a 
store in Los angeles,and wanted me very much to go back with him. If I 
remember right it was in the days when I had very little money,and I was 
to be his guest.

CaLIFORNI4 MADE TOURIST. (See Picture on Front Cover.) 

One of the oldest automobiles in Los angeles is the two-cylinder 
Tourist,built by the auto Vehicle Co.in 1902. The six-year-old Tourist 
is probably the only machine which has done service on the city streets 
for more than half a@ decade without being rebuilt. Several coats of paint 
have been successively rubbed away,and the machine has worn out several 
sete of tires,but it runs as well 4s ever today,and the engine hums as 
merrily as a hive of bees in midsummer. 

Unlike the new models,the radiator is exposed,under the hood,and 
the motor,which develops twenty horsepower,is enclosed in anything but 
the shapely bonnet of the 1909 model. The machine shows,in an interesting 
manner,the wonderful strides which have been made during the past six 
years in automobile designing. 

The auto Vehicle Co.has turned out six models since the old Tourist 
first made its appearance on the streets. Each year the machines have 
been improved. Refinements which were not thought of at the time the six- 
— was new,now make the Tourist one of the handsonest of the 1909 
models, 

The same factory has also turned out a gasoline tractor which is re- 
Ceiving much attention. It was designed by the factory superintendent, 
W.J.Burt,for use in the beet fields at Chino. The demand for a light 
farm tractor,which could be used for plowing,ocultivating,or hauling over 
plowed ground,caused Burt to design the commercial car. 

The transmission is by gears of large size and face. 411 partes are 
readily accessible for repairs and adjustments. The intermediate shaft 
is so arranged that the main drive pinions can be removed and replaced 
by larger pinions which would give a higher speed. 

The two-cylinder Tourist motor has been mounted rigidly to the main 
axle. The engine is rated at twenty-four horsepower. The wheels run loose 
on the axle on frictionless roller bearings. The steering is by a steel 
cable wrapped around a drum,which is driven by a worm and gear operated 
by hand. Power will be used in the later models. 

Five of these machines have already been ordered for the large 
ranches of Southern California. It is believed the gasoline tractor will 

rove a boon to the small farmer as it will do away with horses altogether. 
e machine designed by Burt can be made with a four-cylinder motor,and 
can be made to develop forty to sixty horsepower.
